The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Convention,  wliirh  was, 
on  motion,  referred  to  the  Commiitee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 

OF  THE  ('onvextion: 
Since  we  last  met,  the  Church  in  the  United  States  lias,  by  the 
inscrutable  Providence  of  Go(.l,  been  called  to  mourn  the  sudden  departure 
from  his  earthly  labours,  of  her  venerable  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Ri.  Rev. 
Alexander  Viets  Griswold,  D.  D.,  of  the  Eastern  Diocese — after  an 
Episcopate,  distinguished  alike  by  piety  and  wisdom,  for  the  period  of 
thirfy-tivo  years.  The  ilpath  of  our  venerated  Father  devolves  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  House  of  Bishops  upon  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase,  D. 
D.,  Bishop  of  Illinois. 

A  special  tribute  of  thanks  to  God,  however,  is  due  on  the  present  oc- 
casion, that,  in  our  own  immediate  sphere  of  labour,  no  important  breach, 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  made  by  death  in  the  ranks  either  of  our 
Clergy  or  Laiiy;  but  that  health  and  strenj^th  have  generally  been  granted 
to  enable  us  to  do  the  work  of  the  Lord,  assigned  us  in  our  several  stations. 

The  following,  as  required  by  Canon,  is  submitted,  as  the  record  of  my 
official  acts  for  the  last  Conventional  venr: 

May  21st,  preached  in  St.  Stephen's,  Oxford,  and  confirmed  Jive  per- 
sons. JNext  day,  Trinity  Sunday,  preached  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Wm. 
E.  Snowden  and  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Disbrow,  Deacons,  to  the  Holy 
Order  of  Priests. 

29th,  1st  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached  to  an  interesting  assemblage 
of  young  ladies,  at  St.  Mary's  School,  Ravenscroft  Grove,  Raleigh. 

June  4th,  and  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached  in  St.  Bartholomew's 
Church,  Pittsborough,  three  times,  addressed  the  children  after  examina- 
tion in  the  Catechism,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

9th  and  10th,  preached  in  Lexington,  Davidson  county,  twice,  and  con- 
firmed two  persons. 

lllh,  Saturday,  and  3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached  in  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Salisbury,  three  times. 

15th  and  16th,  Charlotte,  preached  twice,  and   confirmed  tico  persons. 

18th,  Saturday,  and  4th  Sunday   after   Trinity,    Lincolnton,    preached. 
three  times,  and  confirmed  ten  persons.     It  was  a  circumstance  of  heart- 
felt gratification,  after  the  peculiar  trials  of  this  Congregation,  to   be  able 
to  meet  them  in  their  own  Church  edifice,  even    in   an    unfinished  state. 
This  would  hardly  have  beea  effeclcd,  notwithstanding^  their  own  zealous 
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and  exemplary  efforts,  but  for  llie  timely  symj>aihy  and  aid  of  distant 
friends,  to  whom  they  desire  to  express  their  graielul  thanks,  especially 
to  the  ffood  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  who  has  ever  manifested  a  warm 
interest  in  their  behalf. 

26ih,  5ih  Sunday  after  Trinity,  visited  Kutherfordton,  and  preached 
twice.  The  friends  of  the  Church  here  are  few,  but  deserve  encourage- 
ment. Our  Missionaries  had,  at  this  date,  been  able  to  alford  them  only 
occasional  services. 

8lh  of  July,  and  the  6th  and  7th  Sundays  after  Trinity,  ofllciated  in  St. 
John's  in  the  Wilderness,  pieachingyzz;e  times,  examining  the  children  in 
the  Catechism,  and  addressing  them  on  the  nature  and  blessings  of  their 
state  of  salvation  by  holy  baptism,  and  confirming  three  persons.  Much 
credit  is  due  for  the  praiseworthy  efforts  made  in  this  Congregation  to 
instruct  the  children  of  the  poor  in  the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ. 

13th  and  14th,  at  Asheville,  performing  service  and  preachijig  twice. 
The  interest  for  the  Church  in  and  about  this  place,  calls  for  an  increase 
of  ministerial  service.  At  least  one-half  the  lim.e  of  a  Missionary  might 
liere  be  well  devoted. 

17th,  8th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  visited  Morganton,  preaclied  oncp,  and 
confirmed  nix  persons.  The  prospects  of  the  Church  are  here  gradually 
brightening.  Having  received  from  an  intelligent  friend  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  who  had  just  made  a  botanical  excursion  to  the  head  of  the 
Wanteaga  River  in  Ashe  County,  information  of  a  needy  and  interesting 
population  in  that  neighborhood,  I  visited  them  on  the  following  Thurs- 
day and  Friday.  And  while  my  sympathies  were  deeply  excited  in 
view  of  their  great  spiritual  destitution,  my  admiration  was  at  the  same 
time  awakened  by  the  simplicity  of  their  character  and  the  deep  earnest- 
ness of  their  petition  for  instruction.  I  addressed  a  few  of  them  on  the 
subject  of  their  wants,  and  promised  to  send  them,  the  moment  it  should 
be  in  my  power,  a  Missionary,  who  should  teach  them  the  rudiments  of 
knowledge  and  preach  to  them  the  Word  of  Life.  Thank  God,  I  have 
rdready  been  able  to  fulfil  my  promise,  in  appointing  our  self-denying  bro- 
ther, the  Rev.  Mr.  Prout,  to  this  important  work;  who  for  the  last  six 
months  has  been  laboring  in  that  district.  Brethren,  the  mountain  region 
of  our  State  demands  of  us  more  attention.  Its  spiritual  necessities  can- 
not well  be  described  to  you,  while  its  inhabitants,  for  simplicity  of  cha- 
racter and  docility  of  mind,  are  hardly  equalled  by  the  same  class  in  any 
part  of  the  United  States.  Ten  fhousand  people,  beyond  the  Catawba, 
would  almost  at  once  become  subjects  of  the  Divine  Ilead  of  the  Church, 
could  a  sufheient  number  of  well-furnished  and  enduring  Soldiers  of  the 
Cross  be  sent  to  them. 

24ih,  9th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  Lenoir,  performing  ser- 
vice, preaching,  and  confirming  one  person. 

25th,  at  night  performed  service  and  preached  in  the  Valley  of  the  Yad- 
kin, wliere  suitable  Missionary  exertion  would  be  crowned  with  encour- 
aging fruit. 

27lh,  morning,  held  service  at  Dr.  Jones's,  Wilkesborough,  addressed 
a  small  congregation,  baptised  ihrrr  children,  and  confirmed  tu:o  persons. 

30ih,  Saturday,  and  31st,  lOtii  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated  in  St. 
Andrew's,  Rowan  County,  preaching  twice,   and   confirming  sevtn   per-

sons.  On  the  same  days,  at  nighl,  preached  twice  ^i  Mocksville,  ami 
con^Ymedfoztr  persons. 

3(1  August,  preached  once  in  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury. 

5th,  preached  at  the  venerable  Mr.  Mills's,  Iredell  County.  After 
which,  1  visited  in  a  remote  neighborhood,  and  co/?/?rmef/ a  lady  98  years 
of  age,  in  the  full  possession  of  iier  faculties,  and  animated  with  the  vig- 
orous faith  of  the  christian.  Although  often  importuned  by  the  surround- 
ing sects  to  leave  the  Church,  she  had  "resisted,  steadfast  in  the  faith;*' 
and  although  she  had  laboured  for  a  long  series  of  years  under  the  entire 
loss  of  sight,  her  knowledge  of  the  truth  had  been  kept  up  by  means  of 
the  Common  Prayer,  which,  by  use  in  early  life,  had  become  engraven 
on  her  memory.  During  her  examination,  it  was  delightful  to  mark  how 
the  light  of  joy  and  hope  would  beam  in  her  care-worn  countenance,  as, 
witli  the  animation  of  childhood,  she  repeated  different  portions  of  the 
blessed  Liturgy,  interspersing  them  with  fervent  expressions  of  devout 
thankfulness  to  God  for  so  great  a  gift.  As  I  dispensed  to  her  the  Apos- 
tolic rite  of  Confirmation,  she  seemed  to  feel  that  her  highest  wish  had 
been  gratified,  her  last  prayer  answered;  that  God  had  come,  through  the 
ministration  of  His  servant,  to  cheer  her  departing  spirit  with  the  grace 
and  benediction  for  which  she  had  waited  and  longed  for  more  than  70 
years,  but  which,  till  then,  she  had  had  no  opportunity  to  attain,  O  that 
ihey  who,  surrounded  by  every  gift  of  God,  pass  their  lives  in  miserable 
neglect,  could  have  witnessed  the  eager  devotion  and  the  glad  thanksgiv- 
ing of  this  aged  servant  of  God! 

6th,  Saturday,  and  11th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  Christ 
Church,  Rowan,  preaching  twice,  and  confirming  six  persons. 

8th,  officiated  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Locke,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

13ih,  preached  at  Hunlsville,  Surry  County.  Next  day,  12th  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  performed  service,  preached,  baptised  four  children,  and 
confirmed  one  person.  I  was  prevented  froin  fulfilling  my  appoint- 
ment the  following  day  at  Rockford,  by  an  injury  I  received  in  being 
thrown  from  my  carriage. 

17ih.  By  kind  invitation  of  the  Moravian  Bishop,  I  preached  in  his 
Church  at  Salem.  I  shall  not  soon  forget  the  delightful  fraternal  inter- 
course I  had  w'ith  the  brethren  at  this  place. 

21st,  13th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  ofiiciated  in  Rockingham  County, 
preached,  and  confirmed  tivo  persons. 

The  day  following,  by  request  of  my  excellent  friend  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Dana,  I  preached  at  Danville,  Va. 

The  next  day,  23d.  preached  at  Milton,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

14th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  Monday  29th  August,  preached  three 
limes  in  St.  Matthew's  Churcli,  Hillsborough,  examined  the  children  in 
the  Catechism,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

30th,  preached  at  St.  Mary's,  Orange  County. 

The  sickness  on  the  plantations  of  Judge  Cameron  and  Mr.  Bennehan, 
hindered  the  fulfilment  of  my  appointment,  Sept.  1st,  at  Salem  Chapel. 

3d,  preached  at  St.  .James's,  Granville  County. 

15th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  6th,  preached  three  timesin  St.  Ste- 
phen's, Oxford. 

16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached  in  St.  John's,  Wiiliamsborough, 
and  eontlnn^d  three  persons. 


17tb,  Saturday,  and  17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preaclied  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  tn:ice,  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

From  tliis  place,  by  the  request  of  a  dying  person,  I  returned  to  Dan- 
ville, to  administer  Coniirniation. 

I81I1  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preaclied  twice  in  Emmanuel  Church,  AYar- 
rcnlon,  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

2d  October,  19th  Sunday  afier  Trinity,  performed  service  and  preached 
twice  at  Louisburjx. 

By  request  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  our  Church.  I  went  to  Rich- 
mond, Va.  where,  on  the  13th  October,  I  united  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bish- 
ops Griswold,  Meade,  and  Whittinffham,  in  consecrating,  as  Assistant 
Bishop  of  tliat  Diocese,  the  Rev.  John  Jolins,  D.  D.  I  preached  on  tiie 
occasion. 

14th,  preached  in  St.  James's  Church  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  Mon- 
umental Church  at  night.  15th,  preached  in  Christ  Church  in  the 
morning.

December  11th,  3d  Sunday  in  Advent,  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh. 

Sunday  after  Christmas,  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and  con- 
firmed thirteen  persons. 

3d  Sunday  in  Lent  and  2  days  preceding,  officiated  in  St.  John's,  Fay- 
etteville,  preaching/o^^r  times,  examining  children  in  tiic  Catechism,  and 
confirming  seven  persons. 

4th  Sunday  in  Lent  and  the  3  previous  days,  officiated  in  St.  James's, 
AVilminfTton,  preached  four  times,  addressed  the  children  and  parents  of 
the  Congregation,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons.  It  is  with  deep  re- 
gret that  1  have  to  announce  to  the  Convention,  the  resignation  of  the  ex- 
cellent Rector  of  this  Parish. 

5th  Sunday  in  Lent  and  the  Sattirday  previous,  officiated  in  Christ 
Church,  Newbern,  preached  three  times,  examined  the  children  in  the 
Catechism,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons. 

r)th  April,  in  Trinity  (chapel,  Beaufort  County,  preached,  and  confirm- 
ed three  persons. 

Friday  7tb,  Zion  (Chapel,  preached,  and  confirmed/o?/r  persons. 

Palm  Sunday,  and  two  previous  days,  in  St.  Peter's,  Wasliington. 
preached  three  times,  examined  the  children  in  Catechism,  and  confirmed 
seven  persons. 

Tuesday  i^i  Passion  V/eek,  St.  Thomas's,  Bath,  preached,  and  con- 
firmed Jli>e  perg'oniP. 
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Easter  Snndny,  Petllsrew's  Chapel,  picaclied,  and  confirmed  seven 
persons.     Evening  at  Lake. 

Friday  following;,  African  Chapel  at  Lake  Sciippernong-.  preached,  and 
con  firmed  ten  persons. 

1st  Sunday  after  Fvaster,  preached  twice  in  St.  Lnke's,  Locust  Grove, 
and  fontirmed  nineteen  persons. 

Thursday,  27th,  at  Lake  Scuppprnonjr,  examined  80  colored  children, 
from  4  to  14  years  of  age,  in  the  Oral  Catechism  and  the  Church  Ser- 
vice. The  examination  was  peculiarly  gratifying:,  as  fully  justifying  all 
my  previous  convictions  of  the  capacity  of  sur-h  children  to  understand 
the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christy  and  of  tlie  ease  wiih  which  they 
may  be  taught  the  entire  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer.  One  thing 
struck  me  on  this  occasion  as  of  special  interest  to  all  who  are  engaged  in 
promoting  the  spiritual  welfare  of  tliis  portion  of  our  population,  which 
was  the  spirit  with  which  they  entered  into  the  Chanting.  Seldom  have 
I  lieard  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  chanted  with  more  effect  than  it  was  by 
these  children.  And  I  have  observed  on  other  occasions,  that  the  colored 
persons  seemed  peculiarly  interested  in  this  part  of  public  worship,  and 
that  tiiey  become  easily  trained  in  it,  even  without  the  aid  of  an  Organ. 

My  examination,  too,  into  the  moral  improvement  of  the  christian  por- 
tion of  the  Slaves  was  most  gratifying.  The  Overseer  at  the  Lake,  who 
had  hitherto  evinced  much  prejudice  against  them,  confessed  to  me,  that 
a  very  marked  difference  in  conduct  between  the  Communicants  and  non- 
Communicants  had  become  manifest  in  favor  of  the  former,  and  that  he 
was  convinced  that  the  colored  Communicants  on  the  plantations  at  the 
Lake  would  bear  a  favorable  comparison  with  the  same  number  of  white 
Communicants  among  the  laboring  classes  in  the  country.  To  my  mind 
it  is  perfectly  clear,  that  a  few  years'  steady  perse verence  in  efforts  for 
the  spiritual  advance  of  this  people,  will  gladden  the  heart  of  the  chris- 
tian planter  by  a  decree  of  success  far  outreaching  his  most  sanguine  hopes. 

2d  Sunday  after  Easier,  in  the  town  of  Plymouth,  consecrated  to  the 
worship  of  Almighty  God  a  building  by  the  style  and  title  of  Grace 
Church.  This  edifice,  one  of  the  neatest  village  Churches  in  the  Dio- 
cese, while  it  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  Clergyman  and  his  Congre- 
gation, may  be  viewed  as  a  fair  index  of  the  progress  of  Truth  among  a 
people  where,  ten  years  ago,  there  were  but  tv^'o  Episcopalians,  and  they 
not  Communicants.  I  preached  on  the  occasion  of  the  Consecration,  and 
in  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  /zi'e  persons. 

From  all  which  it  will  be  seen,  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  been 
enabled  to  perform  the  usual  amount  of  duty,  and  with  undiminished  en- 
couragement; that  I  have  preached  more  than  a  hundred  times,  contirmed 
214  persons,  admitted  three  Deacons  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  and 
consecrated  one  Church.  In  the  Parishes  which  I  have  been  able  to  vis- 
it, the  number  of  Confirmations  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  the 
same  Parishes  last  year.  Owing  to  feeble  health  in  the  Winter,  and  to 
the  unusually  early  date  of  our  present  Convention,  ten  of  the  Parishes 
have  not  been  visited.  My  intention,  however,  is  to  visit  them  immedi- 
ately after  finishins:  my  duties  in  this  place. 

The  nutnher  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  now  belonging  to  this  Di- 
ocese is  eighi,  Mei^srs.  Buxton,  K^cd,  Olmsted,  fe*toiighton,  McMasLers, 
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Ridley,  Roberts,  and  Putnam,  three  ot  whom  h.uc  already  applied  for 
Deai-on'js  Orders,  and  are  expected  to  be  admitted  at  ilie  next  (Janonieal 
time  for  Ordination. 

The  follo\vin<T  chano;es  have  taken  place  in  tlie  Diocese  during  the  past 
year:  The  Rev.  Philip  Fierry  has  removed  by  letter  to  the  Diocese  of  Ma- 
rvland,  and  the  Rev.  Jacob  B.  Morss  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
'J'he  Rev.  F.  M.  Hulibard  has  been  received  by  letter  from  the  Bishop  of 
South  Carolina,  and  has  become  the  Rector  of  Christ  (church,  Nowbern; 
and  the  Rev.  Alderl  Smedes  has  been  received  by  letter  from  the  Bishop 
of  New  York,  and  has  become  the  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  School,  lialeiffh. 
'J'he  Rev.  Robert  B.  Drai^.e  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  .lames's 
Ciuirch,  Wilmington,  and  is  preparing  to  take  the  Presidency  of  Shelby 
College,  Kentucky,  'i'he  cordial  respect  and  fervent  prayers  of  his  Bish- 
op and  Brethren  in  this  Diocese  will  attend  him  to  his  new  and  responsi- 
ble charge.  The  Rev.  Henry  H.  Pront  has  removed  from  Rockingham 
County  to  the  Valley  of  the  Wanteaga,  Ashe  County.  The  Rev.  J.  B. 
('heshire  has  left  vSt.  Thomas's  Church,  Windsor,  and  taken  into  his  cure 
Calvary  Church,  Tarborongh.  The  Rev.  \Ym.  B.  Otis  lias  extended  his 
charge  to  St.  Thomas's,  Windsor.  The  difficulty,  however,  of  access  to 
this  place  from  Plymouth,  owing  to  frequent  high  waters  in  the  Roanoke, 
will  make  another  arranjjement  necessary.  The  Rev.  Louis  L.  Noble 
has  added  to  his  cure  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City. 

The  Rev.  John  Fielding,  a  Priest  of  the  Roman  Communion,  who,  in 
the  Spring  of  1840  made  application  to  me  to  be  admitted,  after  the  re- 
quired probation,  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Church,  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Bishop  of  Georgia. 

In  the  progress  of  my  visitation.  Brethren,  duritigr  the  season  of  Lent, 
I  was  much  struck  with  the  improvement  in  the  observance  of  this  holy 
season  that  has  taken  place  in  the  community  at  large  since  my  connex- 
ion with  the  Diocese.  This  may  be  regarded  as  an  evidence  of  the  in- 
creasing power  of  the  Gospel  in  the  Church,  not  only  in  deepening  the 
piety  of  her  members,  but  also  in  causing  those  who  resist  her  claims,  in 
many  instances,  to  do  homage  to  her  principles  by  insensibly  yielding  to 
her  moral  influence.  And  for  this  we  cannot  be  too  thankful;  as  the  no- 
blest, the  most  lasting  triumphs  to  the  Church,  are  always  those  in  which 
her  enemies  are  led  cajitive  by  the  gentle  force  of  her  self-sacrifice — the 
silent  efficacy  of  her  spiriiual  presence.  May  her  power,  in  this  way,  be 
niore  and  more  felt  and  acknowledged. 

In  watching,  during  the  past  year,  the  interests  most  nearly  identified 
with  the  advance  of  truth  in  the  Diocese,  1  have  had  an  anxious  eye  upon 
our  Missionary  operations.  Knowing  the  urgent  "spiritual  necessities  of 
our  State,  the  increasing  calls  for  ministerial  service,  and  tlie  pecuniary 
embarrassments  of  the  country,  I  have  greatly  feared  lest  the  means  of 
meeting  the  calls  upon  us  should  be  found  much  diminished.  To  obvi- 
ate this  so  far  as  in  my  power,  I  prepared  just  previously  to  last  (^hrist- 
mas,  and  sent  to  the  several  Congregations  in  the  Diocese,  a  Pastoral 
Letter,  urging  upon  them  the  adoption,  without  delay,  of  the  plan  of  sys- 
tematic collections  recommended  by  myself  to  the  last  Convention,  and 
through  it  to  the  Diocese  at  large.  I  was  happy  on  receiving,  in  the 
coarse  of  my  visitation,  assurances  from  my   C\e,rgy  that  this   plan  iias 
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been  generally  adopted.  Their  Iveports  will  show  the  resnll.  Should 
the  amount  collecled  in  iliis  way,  however,  fall  .short  of  the  stim  collected 
accordiniT  to  the  old  method  in  some  former  years,  it  must  he  borne  in 
mind,  tliat  the  system  has  been  commenced  in  ihe  hardest  times,  and  has 
been  in  operation  less  than  half  of  the  year.  The  inquiries,  however, 
that  1  have  made,  more  than  convince  me,  not  only  of  liie  perfect  practi- 
cability of  the  system,  but  also  of  its  eminent  capability  to  furnish  an  ad- 
equate Missionary  Fund.  As  apprehensions  have  been  thrown  out  that 
it  will  not  suit  the  circumstances  of  the  country  Parishes,  it  ^ives  me 
pleasure  to  state,  that  two  or  three  of  our  Missionaries  have  had  courage 
to  try  it,  with  the  most  complete  success,  in  some  of  the  very  poorest  of 
these  Parishes.  Reference  may  be  had  especially  to  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Snowden  and  Oiis.  I  trust  that  to  the  next  Convention  I  may  be  able  to 
report  many  more  examples  of  the  like  success.  Firmly  do  I  believe, 
that  not  only  the  prosperity  of  our  Missions,  Diocesan  and  General,  but 
also  a  sound  religious  feeliiig  among  our  people,  depends  in  a  high  de- 
gree upon  tlie  thorough  adoption  of  the  plan  of  Systematic  Charity.  It 
is  necessary,  in  order  to  teach  Christians  to  aict  from  principle,  rather 
than  i:\iPULSE. 

Among  the  many  objects  calling  for  our  efforts  as  a  Diocese,  none 
seems  to  your  Bishop  to  exceed  in  importance  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
house  of  worship  at  Chapel  Hill.  The  estimated  cost  of  such  a  building 
is  about  2400  dollars,  one-half  of  which  is  already  collected.  Ti)e  reason 
why  the  full  amount  has  not  been,  is  given  in  detail  in  the  Report  of  Pro- 
fessor Green.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Brethren  will  not  separate  with- 
out,, in  some  form,  giving  him  assurances  of  aid  that  may  justify  his  com- 
mencing the  work  during  the  ensuinjr  Summer. 

From  convictions  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  I  am  constrained  to  ask 
of  the  Diocese  a  general  Missionary,  or  a  Priest,  of  prudence  and  ability, 
whose  services  I  may  at  any  time  command,  to  meet  the  ofi-recurrino-  ex- 
igencies in  our  destitute  Congregations,  which,  from  the  increasing^ur- 
dens  of  Episcopal  duty,  I  am  unable  to  meet  myself.  In  every  instance, 
where  the  power  of  truth  in  the  Church  begins' to  be  felt  in  the  needy 
portions  of  the  Diocese,  the  engines  of  violent  and  systematic  opposition 
are  at  once  brought  to  bear  against  her.  Notiiing  is  too  preposterous  to 
be  said,  nothing  too  unchristian  to  be  done,  if  her  progress  thereby  can 
be  checked.  The  doctrine  of  "pious  frauds"  was  neve^r  more  rife  in  the 
palmiest  days  of  Jesuitism,  than  it  is  among  the  persecutors  of  the  Church 
at  the  present  moment.  While,  therefore,  the  call  upon  us  is  urgent  to 
^'overcome  evil  with  good,"  it  becomes  us  to  redouble  our  efforts I'or  the 
truth.  Not  only  to  be  diligent  and  laborious  in  our  own  spheres  of  ac- 
tion, but  also  to  aid  in  securing,  as  far  as  possible,  the  scattered  members 
of  our  communion  from  the  assaults  of  error  and  the  violence  of  persecu- 
tion to  which  they  are  so  often  subjected. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  will  bear  with  me  for  calling  their  attention 
especially  to  the  importance  of  improving,  for  the  spiritual  edification  of 
their  people,  the  present  depressed  condition  of  the  country.  The  judo-- 
ments  of  God  are  upon  us  for  our  sins;  it  will  be  happy  for  us  if,  under 
ihcm,  we  learn  righteousness. 

Ahhuugh  ;^.t.  Mary's   School,  Kaleigh,  is  not  connected   immediately 
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wilh  the  Diorese,  I  knosv  ii  will  be  gratifying  to  tlie  friends  of  the  Church 
to  be  assured,  that  it  is  in  a  condition  of  prosperity,  and  is  exerting  u  most 
beneficial  influence,  by  the  inculcation  of  cvanoelical  truth  and  the  forma- 
tion of  christian  character,  and  deserves  the  conhdence  and  patronage  of 
every  Churcliman. 

Many  objects  of  deep  interest,  beyond  the  Diocese,  call  loudly  for  our 
prayers  and  exertions.  The  General  Theoloirical  Seminary  and  the  Gen- 
eral' Missionarv  operations  of  the  Ghurch,  hold  aniwng  these  the  first  place, 
and  should  become  to  each  individual  Churchman  matters  of  the  njost  ac- 
tuating concern.  Although  the  recent  appeal  in  favor  of  the  latter  of  these 
objects  has  resulted  in  temporary  iv^lief,  still  the  immediate  adoption, 
throui^hout  the  Church,  of  some  more  permanent  and  systematic  provi- 
sion, alone  can  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  overwhelming  embarrassment 
from  which  our  Missionary  work  has  just  been  extricated.  Brethren, 
vour  promptness  in  responding  to  the  late  appeal,  justifies  my  belief  that 
you  will  not  be  wanting  in  your  duty  respecting  such  permanent  provision. 

I  cannot  close  this  Address  without  bringing  to  your  notice  another  sub- 
ject which,  although  it  may  have  the  aspect  of  being  more  private  in  its 
cliaracter,  yet  to  mv  mind  is  scarcely  less  interesting  to  the  whole  Church, 
or  less  identified  with  her  lasting  prosperity.  I  refer  to  tlie  labors  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  as  Hisloriographcr  of  the  .American  Church.  This  able 
Presbyter  was  induced  by  his  appointment  at  the  General  Convention  of 
1838,  to  enter  upon  the  pre[)aration  of  a  Church  History  that  should  sup- 
ply the  present  desideratum  in  this  department  of  Ecclesiastical  Litera- 
ture, afld  he  only  waits  the  patronage  of  Churchmen  to  enable  him  to  is- 
sue the  1st  volume.  This  patronage  I  consider  pledged  by  the  action  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1838,  referred  to  above,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Convention  of  1841,  which  will  be  found  on  the  Journal  of 
that  year.  Notwithstanding,  I  feel  called  upon  to  invite  the  special  at- 
tention of  the  Clero^y  and  Laity  of  our  Diocese  to  this  work,  and  to  ex- 
press the  hope  that  our  Missionary  Fund,  by  another  year,  may  justify 
the  purchase  of  a  few  copies  for  the  use  of  our  Missionaries. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  record  the  liberality  of  the  Ftinale  Prayer  Book 
Society  of  Philadelphia,  in  forwarding  to  my  care,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
destitute,  a  hundred  and  forty  Prayer  Books  of  their  beautiful  edition. 
Our  thanks  are  due  for  this  needful  charity. 

With  the  prayer  that  God  tnay  sanctify  our  present  work  to  the  promo- 
tion of  His  glory  and  the  salvation  of  sinners,  I  commit  you  to  the  gui- 
dance of  His  grace.

The  condition  of  the  Congregation  at  this  place  differs  hut  little  from 
what  it  was  at  the  last  Report. 

We  are  still  without  a  place  of  worship,  and  look  with  anxiety  to  the 
promised  aid  of  the  Diocese.  An  tiitempt  was  made  last  Winter  to  ob- 
tain help  from  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Diocese,  but  the  unparalleled  de- 
pression of  that  section  of  the  vState  was  found  to  be  such,  that  in  quarters 
which  were  heretofore  the  abode  of  plenty  and  of  Christian  munificence, 
the  ability  of  the  people  appeared  to  be  scarcely  equal  to  their  present  ne- 
cessitv.  For  this  reason,  it  was  deenied  both  kind  and  prudent  to  defer 
our  application  to  some  of  the  principal  Congregations  until  Providence 
should  make  them  as  able  as  they  are  "willing  to  communicate." 

But  one  sentiment,  that  of  unqualified  approbation,  was  expressed  for 
the  undertaking,  wherever  it  was  presented.  The  amount  thus  far  sub- 
scribed is  about  equal  to  one-half  the  estimated  cost  of  the  building. 
Nearly  all  the  materials  are  on  the  spot,  ready  for  the  workman's  hand. 

The  experience  of  each  day  makes  more  and  more  apparent  the  neces- 
sity (I  will  not  say  expediency,)  that  the  Church  should  be  speedily  es- 
tablished, and  ably  represented  at  this  point.  Her  sons  who  spend  here 
four  of  the  most  important  years  of  their  lives,  demand  her  nursing  care, 
and  stand  in  need  of  all  her  holy  restraints  and  sweet  encouragement,  to 
keep  them  from  sin,  and  to  lead  them  in  the  right  way.

The 
large  number  of  Slaves  at  this  point  calls  for  the  exclusive  labors  of  a  Mis- 
sionary. A  monthly  visit  is  but  a  poor  substitute  for  the  daily  instruc- 
tion and  supervision  of  a  settled  Pastor.  The  attendance  on  my  minis- 
tration is  encouraging,  and  the  deportment  of  the  Congregation,  nearly  all 
of  whom  are  Slaves,  is  serious  and  attentive.  My  efforts  to  train  a  class 
of  colored  children  have  been  greatly  aided  by  one  of  the  Comtnunicants 
of  the  Congregation.

That  the  Library  consists  of  209  Works  of  various  authors,  comprised 
in  383  V^ohnnes,  of  which  there  are  11  folios,  75  quartos,  91  octavos, 
177  duodecimos,  21  ISmo.  and  8  24mo.  The  Librarian  has  on  hand  $14 
for  tiie  increase  of  the  Library.  He  has  provided  a  Catalog-ue  of  the 
Books  for  liie  inspection  of  the  Clero-y. 

The  Librarian  wouhi  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Clerory  to 
the  second  and  last  Resolutions  passed  by  the  Convention  of  1841,  in  re- 
lation to  the  Library,  to-wit: 

Jiesolved,  'I'hat  it  be  recommended  to  every  Cleriivman,  to  procure 
annually,  the  sum  of  at  least  five  dollars,  in  money  or  books,  for  the  in- 
crease of  said  Library. 

Resolved^  That  each  Clertryman  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of  the 
Books  in  his  own,  or  in  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  dupli- 
cates n)ay  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply 
for  any  needed  set  of  books. 

The  first  Resolution  has  been  very  partially  complied  with,  and  the  se- 
cond only  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Singeltary,  from  the  Committee  of  Finance,  made  the 
following  Report,  accompanied  by  the  following  Resolution,  wliich  Re- 
port was  accepted  and  the  Resolution  adopted: 

HE  POET  of  the  Committee  of  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  report — 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  with 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  the  Missionary  Fund,  and  the  Relief  Fund.  As- 
suming that  the  Treasurer  has  charged  himself  with  the  sums  received  by 
him,  of  which  they  have  no  doubt,  they  find  his  several  Accounts  fully 
and  accurately  stated,  and  the  di:.bursement  of  the  several  Funds  sustain- 
ed by  adequate  vouchers. 

The  Committee  see  no  reason  to  make  any  alteration  in  the  Scale  of 
Assessments  adopted  at  the  last  Convention,  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and 
Contingent  Expenses  of  the  Convention,  and  beg  leave  to  recommend  the 
same  Scale  of  Assessments  for  the  ensuing  year.     [^See  ^Sppendix.'] 

The  Committee  are  sorry  to  observe  a  remissness  in  payment  of  their 
Assessments  by  several  of  the  Congregations,  several  of  which  the  Com- 
mittee are  aware  are  well  able  to  meet  the  tax,  and  have  no  excuse  but  a 
culpable  inattention  to  their  duty.  The  Committee  hope  this  allusion  to 
the  cases  will  be  attended  to  by  those  Congregations,  and  prevent  a  more 
specific  notice,  which  a  continued  delinquency  would  require.

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Chiircl)  respec-tfiilly  report — 
Thai  the  number  of  Communicants  re[)orted  at  this  Convention  is  IGil — 
ihe  increase  durintr  the  past  year  being-  123. 

Confirmations  214 — being  165  less  tJian  last  year.  There  are,  Iiow- 
ever,  10  parishes  yot  to  be  visited  by  the  Bishop,  which  will  considerably 
increase  this  number.  And  it  should  also  be  noticed,  that  the  number  of 
the  previous  year  was  unusually  large,  wliich  makes  it  improper  to  refer 
to  it  as  a  proper  standard  of  the  regular  prosperous  increase  of  the  Church. 

Baptisms,  Adults  143,  Infants  477 — in  all  620, — being  less  than  the 
number  reported  last  year  by  129.  * 

Three  Deacons  have  been  ordained  to  the  Priesthood. 

One  Church  consecrated,  and  three  parishes  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Diocese. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  eight. 

Number  of  Clergy,  twenty-seven — of  whom  ten  are  Missionaries. 

The  Committee  regret  to  find,  that,  notwithstanding  attention  has  been 
called  to  the  subject,  only  two  of  the  Clergy  have  this  vear  given  reports 
upon  the  Sunday  Schools  in  their  cure.  They  would  recommend  that 
the  Clergy  annually  report  upon  the  state  of  this  interesting  branch  of  pa- 
rochial ministry. 

The  Committee  w^ould  also  call  attention  to  our  fifth  Canon,  "concern- 
ing Parochial  Registers  and  Reports."  It  will  be  seen  on  comparison  of 
this  with  the  twenty-ninth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  duty 
of  Ministers  to  keep  a  Register,  "that  each  Minister  is  required  to  make 
out  a  list  of  all  famUies  and  adult  persons  within  his  cure,"  and  "to  re- 
port annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  amount 
or  sum  total"  of  llie  Parochial  Rejristers.  It  appears  desirable  to  the 
Committee,  that  this  provision  should  be  fully  complied  with  bv  the  Cler- 
gy, in  order  to  fulfil  the  purpose  of  the  Canon,  by  promoting  a  more  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  the  state  of  each  Parish,  which  is  not  so  fully  answered 
by  reporting  merely  the  number  of  Communicants. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  followino^  Resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  prepare  and  furnish  each  of 
the  Clergy,  a  form  of  Parochial  Report,  some  time  during  the  ensuing  year.
